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County Commission approves record $6,191,119 budget for FY-91

In a continuation of the adjourned 
meeting from Monday, September 
25, the Coffee County Commission 
approved a FY-91 budget totalling 
$6,191,119.00 on Thursday, Septem- 
ber, 27, 1990. Last year's budget was 
$4,462,438.00. 

Before presenting the budget fig- 
ures Commission Chairman Billy 
Eagerton said, "This budget is going 
to be, of course it includes FEMA 
and other disaster funds, a higher 
number than it ordinarily would be 
because of the FEMA projects and 
things that are going are included in 
the budget." 


Breaking down the budget, Eager- 
ton stated that the General Fund bud- 
gefttd amount is $2,603,209.00, Pub- 
lic Highway and Traffic is 
$223,390.00, Gasoline Fund is 
$3,090,678.00, Mapping and Apprai- 
sal is $157,070.00, 3R Fund (4¢ gas- 


oline tax monies for repair & recon- 
ditioning of roads) $77,000, and 
$39,772.00 Contingency Fund. 

The Gasoline Fund contains 
$1,197, 678.00 in FEMA funds. 

In preparing the budget, the com- 
mission asked that all departments 
cut their last year's budget figures by 
5% across the board. Also, all appro- 
priations made to various organiza- 
tions and departments such as Soil 
Conservation, Mental Health, etc., 
were cul by 5%..It should be noted 
that there are certain budgeted 
amounts that are mandated by law 
and these items could not be cut 5%. 
Examples are judges’, revenue com- 
missioner's, sheriff's salaries, 

Eagerton, on behalf of the com- 
mission, expressed regret in having 
to make the appropriation cuts, but it 
was necessary inorder to obtain a 
balanced budget. 

A .25¢ per hour across-the-board 
raise for all county employees is in- 
cluded in the budget. Eagerton stated 
that this would not have been possi- 
ble without the help of department 


heads who made cuts in their own 
departmental budgets. 

The commissioners stated that no 
employees are being laid off or no 
services are being cut at this time 
even though the base budget was cut 
by 5%. 

When asked if the county was go- 
ing to be able to "live" within this 
budget, Eagerton responded, "We're 
not going to have any choice - we're 
going to live with it!" All the com- 
missioner amplified Eagerton's state- 
ment. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley will be closely monitoring 
the expenditures of each department 
during the year and no purchase or- 
ders will be issued if the money is 
not there! 

Every department of the county 
will be receiving a periodically up- 
dated computer printout of their bud- 
get. As each department make ecx- 
penditures, they will automatically 
be. subtracted from their budget. 

Eagerton said that even though 
Coffee County has had many recent

New Brockton Council adjusts FY-91 budget

The New Brockton City Council 
met Wednesday, September 26, be- 
cause the regular scheduled meeting 
on Monday, September 17, was post- 
poned due to the death of Wilbur 
Foutch, a New Brockton Police Of- 
fice. 

With the exception of a short dis- 
cussion on lot clean-up, the Wednes- 
day evening city council meeting 
centered around the adjusting of FY- 
90's budget. 

Mayor Jim Driskell noted that the 
adjustment of last year's budget was 
necessary inorder to prepare a more 
accurate FY-91 budget. 

For the members of the press 
present at the meeting, Mayor Dris- 
kell noted that a FY-91 budget was 
not required by law to be passed by 
the council on or before October 1, 
1990, Cities with a population of 
2,000 or less are not required by law 
to have a budget, but most all cities 
do - it's almost impossible to manage 
without it. 

The mayor also noted that the law 
also does not require that the council 
meet twice a month if the town's 
population is under 2,000, 

In reviewing the budget, the may- 
or noted that the city came up ap- 


proximately $3,000 short of the bud- 
geted amount for business license. 
He stated that he felt that on many 
occasions, individuals and/or compa- 
nies had come in to the city, con- 
ducted their business and left with- 
out purchasing a business license. 
The council agreed that this should 
be more closely monitored in the fu- 
ture, 

The mayor and council com- 
mended members of police depart- 
ment for their efforts in keeping 
main vehicle maintenance to a mini- 
mum, This was attributed to the use 
of spare parts taken from old police 
vehicles. Repairs for the year to- 
talled approximately $1,800 less 
than the budgeted amount. 

Due to the delay in receiving the 

rants totalling in excess of 
$200,000 for the sewage system, 
FY-90's budget was adjusted by that 
amount. This was the largest single 
item adjusted. There were numerous 
other changes made with most of the 
pluses cancelling out the minuses. 

Bottom line was that last year's 
budget (FY-90) totalled $309,123.25 
after all the adjustments were made. 

Mayor Driskell and Linda Dillow, 
city clerk, also gave the councilmen 
some good news. They stated that all 
outstanding loans against the city 
have been paid with one exception - 


DA's office seeking State

As reported in the September 27, 
1990 issue of The Elba Clipper, La- 
Donna Lynn Tucker has ben granted 
a new trial because of a technicality 
involving missing testimony in the 
trial transcript. 

Joel M, Folmar, District Attorney 
for the Twelfth Judicial Circuit, 
State of Alabama, said that his office 
is currently attempting to find out 
the availability of State witnesses 
needed to prosecute LaDonna Lynn 
Tucker for the murder of her es- 
tranged husband, Jimmy Eugene 
Tucker. 

The DA stated that his office ex- 
perienced problems in locating and 
securing witnesses in 1988 when 
Tucker was* tried for the third time. 


Tucker trial 


During that preparation, witness- 
es were located in six different states 
including California and Alaska, 

Folmar is concerned with the ex- 
pense of a fourth trial and is current- 
ly looking into possible assistance in 
order to secure the attendance of all 
witnesses. 

The fact that the steno notes and 
tape recordings of witnesses’ testi- 
mony in the last Trucker trial were 
lost by the court reporter disappoint- 
ed the District Attorney. Folmar con- 
tinued stating that the Appelant 
Court could not review the former 
trial testimony in its entirety since 
Hie tapes and notes were apparently 
Ost. 

Folmar labeled this incident as a 
tragic miscarriage of justice, but he 
intends to see that hopefully justice 
prevails.

Sawyer was instructed to 
draft the courtesy letter for the coun- 
cil.

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Peanut Price Support Loans Available 


_ David W. Eaddy, County Execu- 
tive Director of the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Service, 
said all eligible producers mat obtain 
loans on their 1990 peanut crop. 

"Price support loans will be avail- 
able for warchouse-stored peanuts, 
and farm-stored additional peanuts, 
from harvest time through January 
31, 1991," said Eaddy. Loans on 
farm-stored quota peanuts will be 
available through March 31, 1991, 
he said. 

The national support price for 
1990 peanut crops is $631.47 per ton 
for average quality quota peanuts 
and $149.75 per ton for average 
quality additional peanuts. 

"Generally, quota peanuts are 


those peanuts within the farm's 
poundage quota that are mandated 
for domestic edible use, or retained 
for use on the farm." Eaddy said ad- 
ditional peanuts are peanuts that are 
placed under loan at the price sup- 
port rate for additional peanuts, or 
are marketed through an approved 
contract for exporting or crushing. 
"Generally, additional peanuts are 
peanuts that are produced in excess 
of a farm's poundage quota,” the 
ASC official explained. 

U.S. peanut production for 1990 
was forecast in August at 2.1 million 
tons, 4.7 percent more than last year. 
USDA estimates the harvested area 
at 1,71 million acres, 3.7 percent 
more than last year and the largest 
acreage for harvest since 1951. 


Health Alert To Horse Owners Issued 
Stan Windham-Assistant County Agent 


I have received notification from 
Dr. Jim Floyd in the Vet School at 
Auburn University that several cases 
of equine encephalomyelitis have 
bee seen in Alabama. This disease is 
commonly called sleeping sickness. 
One case of Eastern encephalomyeli- 
us or what is know as EEE was diag- 
nosed in Spring Hill in Pike County. 
That particular horse died after and 


. illness of no more that 36 hours. Be- 


tween August 28 and September 11 
State veterinary diagnostic at Auburn 
found evidence of infection with the 
virus in the blood from four horses 
which were submitted for examina- 
tion, Many more cases have oc- 
curred throughout the state. In fact, 


the this time last year we also had. 


several cases to break out. Accord- 


. ing to Dr. Floyd, many were in some 


areas that previously had not seen 
the disease. 

This disease is caused by a virus 
which is spread by biting insects, 
mainly mosquitos. There are three 
types of sleeping sickness, but in Al- 
abama the predominant type is the 
Eastern form of the disease. 

Horses that become infected with 
sleeping exhibited varying signs of 
the disease in the nervous system, 
They can act drowsy, lay down, be 
unable to get up, have reduced vi- 
sion, wander around in a circle, act 
uncoordinated, and also have some 
form of facial paralysis. This paraly- 
sis may come in the form of droop- 
ing lips, difficulty in swallowing, 
and sometimes even convulsions. 
Eastern sleeping sickness is quite fa- 
tal. Few horses that I have ever 
known of that became infected with 
Eastern sleeping sickness ever recov- 
ered. 

Vaccines are available to treat 
sleeping sickness. In Alabama we 
recommend that horses be vaccinat- 
ed for Eastern sleeping sickness and 
Western in the early spring and then 
again in the early fall. So now would 
be a good time to boost you horse 
with a follow-up vaccine, and if you 
haven't vaccinated recently, I would 
certainly make sure that it is done. It 
will take around two to three weeks 
for the horse's immunity system to 
respond and actually build up a pro- 
tective level as a result of the vac- 
cine. In addition, young horses 
which have never been vaccinated 
before should be vaccinated and then 
in about four weeks receive a boost- 
er. In all cases, make sure you fol- 
low directions on the label very care- 
fully. You can also use mosquito 
control measures such as removing 
all standing water that is possible 


i? 
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and using some form of insecticide 
such as Dursban in areas where you 
think mosquitoes are breeding. 

Humans can become infected 
with sleeping sickness from the bite 
of the mosquito, They do not con- 
tract it from contact with horses. We 
feel that wild birds and even small 
rodents are the main culprit for har- 
boring the disease, Mosquitos them 
transmit the virus after taking’ a 
blood meal from and infected bird or 
rodent. They then feed on suscepti- 
ble mammal such as a horse or a hu- 
man. 

I can't caution you enough about 


how serious this disease is to horses. . 


Yours may never be vaccinated and 
may never get it, but is they do the 
chances for recovery are very, very 
slim. The vaccine will not cost very 
much considering many folks only 
have a small number of horses. The 
cost is very cheap and the prevention 
very important in insuring the health 
of your horse. This will hold true 
whether the horse is a $10,000 stud 
horse or a small 4-H project.

USDA Announces '91 Wheat Program 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20-- 
Secretary of Agriculture Clayton 
Yeutter today announced, based on 
initial actions taken by House and 
Senate conferees for the 1990 Farm 
Bill, it is his intention to require a 15 
percent acreage limitation in the 
1991 wheat program. : 

Yeutter previously announced his 
intention to require acreage limita- 
tion ranging from 10 to 20 percent 
but could not be more specific due to 


mutually exclusive wheat Acreage 
Reduction Program provisions con- 
tained in the House and Senate Bill 
legislation. 

"I am pleased that the conferees 
acted so quickly on this important is- 
sue for winter wheat growers. This 
action proves that farm policy disa- 
greements can be resolved smoothly 
and quickly when Congress and the 
administration work together for the 
benefit of agriculture," said Yeutter. 


Heflin Introduces A Disaster Bill For 


Southern Farmers 


To help Alabama farmers who are 
continuing to suffer from the linger- 
ing summer heat wave and its harm- 
ful effects on the state's crops and 
livestock, Sen. Howell Heflin has in- 
troduced legislation aimed at provid- 
ing some relief, 

The bill calls on the secretary of 
agriculture to make disaster pay-, 
ments to farmers who suffered at 
least a 35 percent reduction in yields 
due to the extreme weather condi- 
tions that Alabama farmers have 
faced during this growing season. 

According to USDA estimates, 
cotton production will be down 35 to 
50 percent this year. Peanuts will be 
down by as much as 40 percent. And 
the news isn't good for this years's 
soybeans; production losses for that 
crop will be anywhere from 50 to 
100 percent. 

Sen. Heflin has requested U. S. 
Secretary of Agriculture Clayton 
Yeutter to implement the disaster 
provisions in the 1985 farm bill 
which allows the secretary to pro- 
vide disaster assistance to farmers. 
But, Secretary Yeutter has refused to 
do so. 

This legislation would allow 
farmers with proven crop yields to 
receive 65 percent of normal produc- 
tion, However, a farmer would be 
precluded from receiving a deficien- 
cy payment as well as a disaster pay- 
ment for the same crop. 

Heflin calculates that because of 
high market prices and poor growing 
conditions in the Southeast, there 
should be up to a $600 million savy- 
ings in this year's cotton program.

"The Prophet Who Asked Why” 


When I think of someone asking 
the question, "Why?" all the time 
three images come to mind. First the 
image of a nagging kid who is just at 
that age to wonder about everything. 
I don't recall at what age this occurs 
but I'm sure I went through it. I re- 
member my parents telling me, "Do 
this Mark, it works this way," and | 
would answer, "but why?" And I re- 
member that the words "just be- 
cause" that followed next wasn't 
good enough! The second is a rela- 
tive I have that seems to have a lot 
of questions about spiritual things 
such as death, the Bible, and God. 
She seems to be just curious I guess 
like we all are at times. The third 
group I think of when the question 
"why?" comes in mind are those phi- 
losophers we had to study about in 
school. If you remember they were 
the ones that sat under a tree and 
tried to figure out how the world be- 
gan. I've always wondered if they 
were out of work or if they were 
paid to do all that thinking! 

The prophet I would like to brief- 
ly talk with you about today is Ha- 
bakku. He is found in the Old Testi- 
ment in that list of minor prophets. 
He is unique in that he dared to ask 
the question "why?" to God. All my 
church life I've been told that you 
should not question God about any- 
thing, but I believe we can see from 
the Bible that the prophet Habakka 
was allowed by God. 

The prophet lived in the times 
just before the Exile of the Jews to 
Babylon. His contemporaries were 
the prophets Jerimah and Isaiah, 
First, he questioned God as many do 
to all the unrest in the land. In this 
time as ours there was a lot a law- 
breaking going on and he wanted to 
know why God was allowing this to 
lel The people lived in open sin 
before God (Habakka 2: 4, 5, 15, 
16). They also worshipped worthless 
idols (Habakka 2: 18, 19). For this 
he received and answer that God was 
going to allow the Babylonians to 
come in and conquer the land and 
bring the Jewish people to repen- 
tance. This led Habakka to another 

question, why them (Habakka 1: 12- 
13)? They were ruthless people who 
did not believe in God, surely the 
Jews were better than they. Again 
the Lord God answered in 2: 1-5, 12, 
15. They too if they continued in Sin 
would be judged and they would 
fall. This came true several years lat- 
er as Babylon fell to the Persian Em- 
pire. 

Habakka was then able to see the 
"Big Picture." He saw that God was 
fair and just... and He had His own 
time-table to go by. He still perhaps 
did not understand fully, but his 
mind was a little clearer. 

From this Bible Story we learn 
that we can ask why. I believe there 
is a condition with that however; that 
is that whatever the answer is we 
will keep our faith in God. We may 
not fully understand, but we will 
know one day in Heaven as the 


hymn says in the "Sweet By and 
By." 
I would like to close with one of 
the most profound passages in all the 
Bible to me; "Although the fig tree 
shall not blossom, neither shall the 
fruit be in the vines; the labor of the 
olive shall fail, and the fields shall 
yield no meat; the flock shall be cut 
off from the fold, and there shall be 
no herd in the stalls; Yet 1 wiil re- 
joice in the Lord, I will joy in the 
God of my salvation. The Lord God 
is my strength, and He will make my 
feet like hind’s feet, and he will 
make we walk upon mine high plac- 
es.

BAPTISM AND THE REMISSION OF SINS 


“He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved” 
(Mark 16:16). 


The twelve apostles 
preached and practiced ex- 
actly this. When Peter's 
hearers at Pentecost were 
convicted of their sins and 
asked: “Men and brethren, 
what shall we do” Peter did 
not tell them that Christ 
had died for their sins and 
that they could receive sal- 
vation as the gift of God’s 
grace apart from religion or 
works. Rather he said: 

"Repent, and abe bap- 
tized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 2:38). 


Years ago, in a series of 
debates on dispensational- 
ism, the author asked his 
opponent: “Suppose, after a 
Sunday evening service, 
some of your hearers were 
convicted of their sins and 
asked you and your co- 
workers: ‘Men and breth- 
ren, what shall we do?’ 
Would you tell them what 
Peter told his convicted sin- 
ners at Pentecost?” “Why, 
of course!” he exclaimed. 
“In those words?” 1 per- 
sisted. He thought for a

moment and then replied: 
“Well, I guess not exactly 
in those words.” The fact 
is that this pastor would 
not at all have said to his 
hearers what Peter said to 
his. Even though a Bap- 
tist, he would not have said: 
"Repent and be baptized 
every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ, for the re- 
mission of sins,” for he be- 
lieved that subjection to 
water baptism should be 
left to each person’s con- 
science, and he did not be- 
lieve that it had anything 
to do with salvation. He 
would doubtless have said 
to any inquirers what Paul 
said when the convicted 
Gentile jailor asked: “What 
mustI do to be saved?” Like 
Paul, he would have 7e- 
plied: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved. . .” (Acts 16:31). 
Peter at Pentecost preached 
what he was commanded to 
preach under his commis- 
sion: “He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved” 
(Mark 16:16), but when God 
raised up Paul, that other 
apostle, He sent him to pro- 
claim “the gospel of the

Using "I - Statements" 

I-statements are used to describe 
our thoughts, feelings, or experienc- 
es in a way that takes responsibility 
for them. 

Examples include "I'm angry 
when.." or "I'm excited by..." They 
are different from "You-messages." 
You-slatements try to locate the 
source of a feeling, though, problem, 
or other experience in someone else. 
For example, "You make me so an- 
gry!" 

Instead of saying, "You're so rude 
to read the paper over dinner instead 
of talking to me," it's more honest to 
say, "I feel hurt when you read the 
paper over dinner, I would really 
like for us to take time to talk togeth- 
er." Instead of saying, "You make 
me angry because you left the barbe- 
cue on,” it's better to say,"I feel an-

Using I- 
statements in this way balances hon- 
est speech with tact an concern for 
another's feelings. 

[-statements can be used to identi- 
fy a problem or to express positive 
feelings, such as "I love to be around 
you,” or "I think your terrific." All 
of us can benefit from giving and 
receiving massages such as these. 
They can also be used to inform peo- 
ple of things we need or desire ahead 
of time, such as "I want to spend the 
weekend quietly at home." 
Adolescents In Double 


Trouble 

When an adolescent has a serious 
problem, he is likely to have other 
problems, too. Many adolescents 
who are suffering from substance 
abuse also suffer from mental disor- 
ders, physical illness, retardation or 
leaming disorders, In addition, 
young women who have both sub- 
stance abuse problems and mental 
disorders are at high risk of becom- 
ing pregnant. 


Avoid Home Accidents 

As we get older, we become more 
prone to accidents, The in-home ac- 
cident rate for people in the 40s is 
double of that of those in their 30s.

Vending Machine 

Being trapped with vending ma- 
chine selections can be frustrating 
but you can use them in a healthy 
diet. 

First, shop here with the same 
care you do in a store or restaurant If 
you're not happy with what's offered, 
contact the company. get the phone 
number from the person who stocks 
the machine or look for it on a stick 
er on the machine, A call from the 
office manager of a large corpora- 
tion is most likely to get action, 

Vending machine executives re 
spond to the number of coins insert 
ed into their machines. In this ex- 
tremely competitive business, they 
will stock more healthful selections 
if the products sell. 


Keeping Off Lost Pounds 

If you're one of the estimated 65 
to 80 million Americans who are 
currently dieting, there's news for 
you. Once you've shed those excess 
pounds, simply adding some exer- 
cise to your usual routine appears to 
be more effective at keeping them 
off that constantly counting calories 
and giving up food. 

The moral of the story: once 
you've gone to the trouble of losing 
weight, by adding an extra two to 
three hours to your weekly exercise 
routine you can have your cake - or 
at least a piece of it - and eat it too. 


Milk Allergy 

Milk allergy is a uncommon con 
dition resulting from an intolerance 
to milk protein, While it can occur in 
adolescents or even among adults, it 
most often has its onset during the 
first one to four months of life in a 
every small number of botile-fed in- 
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fants. 

Lacoste intolerance, by contrast, 
is the result of inadequate supplies of 
the enzyme needed to split lactose 
(milk sugar). It has its onset after 
two years of age. 

Colorful Appliances 

With aesthetics fast becoming as 
important as performance in the ap- 
pliance market, color takes on new 
significance. Although white contin- 
ues to dominate, black, royal blue 
and red are gaining in popularity. 
Coming on the heels of the stark all- 
white kitchen, these colorful appli- 
ances are an easy way to inject an 
accent of color. 

Black is particularly popular be- 
cause it can function as a neutral if 
and when a third color is introduced. 
Blue, particularly the colbalt shade, 
is a strong seller in preparation items 
such as mixers and cookware. Red is 
selling best in small appliances such 
as coffee mills. 


Upholstery Care 

Taking proper care of upholstered 
furniture can extend its life and 
make it more enjoyable to use. 
Avoid leaving newspapers on uphol- 
stery because the ink can transfer to 
the fabric. To clean, use only prod- 
ucts developed specifically for up- 
holstered furniture; some household 
cleaning products contain bleach or 
abrasive materials which can dam- 
age the fabric. 

Blot spills immediately with a 
clean, white cloth and always 
present any product on an inconspic- 
uous area of the furniture. Don't 
wash upholstered cushion covers in 
the washing machine. Sometimes the 
fabric will shrink or the dyes will 
fade or run.

Once again, Elba is the benefac- 
tor of more funds from the State of 
Alabama via of grants. 

Last Friday while in Daleville, 
Governor Guy Hunt placed in the 
hands of Elba's Mayor, Fred Moore, 
a letter of commitment for grants to- 
talling approximately $1.1 million. 

The monies will be used to repair 
75 houses and help the city continue 
providing vital city services to the 
people.

Troopers, Troop K is composed of 
cight countics in Southeast Alabama 
with offices in Dothan and Eufaula 

District Attomey Folmar and 
Capt. E. K. Howard of the State 
Troopers, stated that the expertise of 
the programs will also be made 
available to other law enforcement 
agencics within the area covered by 
Troop K. 

The computer programs will cn- 
hance the troopers’ performance and 
abilities in determining many factors 
that will reveal the cause and cir- 
cumstances of an automobile acci- 
dent, E 

Primarily the new equipment, 
which exceeded the cost of 
$1,000.00, is being aimed at automo- 
bile crashes where fatalities and seri- 
ous injuries were sustained. 

Folmar said, "This equipment is 
an asset in revealing evidence that 
will aid in the prosecution of drunk 
drivers involved in automobile 
crashes." : 

He continued, "A person who is 
driving under the influence and caus- 
es an automobile crash inwhich a fa- 
tality occurs, the driver could face 
murder charges, In crashes where se- 
rious physical injury is sustained, the 
driver could face felony assault 
charges." : 

The DA's office is currently in- 
volved in four investigations of auto- 
mobile crashes where death and seri- 
ous injury resulted, Preliminary 
reports indicate alcohol was in- 
volved, Folmar stated that it is very

Fire destroys

COST OF COMPLETE NEW SYSTEM INCLUDED 


$20 million budget adopted 
by Elba City School Board

Last Thursday evening the Elba 
City School Board adopted a record 
$20 million budget for the coming 
ycar. 

The figures could be misleading 
however, as they include the cost of 
constructing and furnishing a com- 
plete new school complex. Most of 
the money for the new construction 
is being furnished by federal flood 
lamage funds and a special state 
bond issue. 

The budget is a balanced budget 
as required by law. With the excep- 
tion of the new construction, man- 
dated by the March flood damage, 
the budget is only slightly higher the 
the one for the past year. 

Some additional funds have been 
reserved for bus operation, duc to 
the increase in the price of gasoline 
and diesel fuel. There is also a bud- 
geted increase in teacher salaries 
which the legislature approved last 
year. Most of this too is funded by 
the State, but some comes from local 
sources. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
pointed out a carryover balance in 
the budget and said to the board, “I 
feel good about the budget. I feel the 
fund balance is absolute and this is 
good. We inherited a balance and 
this is what enabled the school to 
buy the first trailers without borrow- 
ing. We need to keep a balance for 
future emergencies.” 

The board approved requested 
ficld trips for several groups. This 


Some changes were adopted in 
the high school policy manual due to 
conflicts with the official board poli- 
cy. 

A short discussion on the 
progress toward construction of the 
new school complex indicated bids 
will be received on October 18th. 
Five construction firms have already 
been approved to furnish complete 
bids on this project. They wre select- 
ed from a longer list of potential bid- 
ders, 

The present requirements are that 
the elementary sthool will be com- 


pleted in 300 days and the balance of 


the complex in 420 days. 

If that schedule is maintained, the 
elementary school will be ready for 
occupancy on September 1991 and 
the high school would be ready by 
January 1992, or at the beginning of 
the second semester. 

However the potential bidders 
have already asked that changes in 
the completion dates be made to 
eliminate the 300 day schedule and 
call for the completion of the entire 
project by the 420 deadline. The de- 
cision on this change will be made 
prior to the bid opening on the 18th, 
possibly this week.

Six-year old youth struck 
& killed by automobile

On Monday at approximately 
5:30 p.m., tragedy struck suddenly 
and without warning in the form of 


"an automobile accident. 


The mishap occurred approxi- 
mately 18 miles north of Elba on Al- 
abama Highway 87 in the Wilkins- 
town Community. 

A young lad, Jason Bailey, age 6, 
was Starting to cross the road when 
he was struck by an automobile driv- 
en by Emlie Reid, age 40, of 3541 
Thomas Ave. in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama.

Mrs. Reid stated that she saw the 
child and attempted to avoid hitting 
him when he darted onto the road- 
way. 

Riding in the automobile with 
Mrs, Reid at the time of the accident 
were her daughter, a son and three 
other young boys. They were return- 
ing to Montgomery from a weekend 
in Florida. 

The accident is under investiga- 
tion by the Alabama State Troopers, 
the District Attorney's oifice and the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Science. 

Assisting Trooper Boyd Hartzog 
at the scene were Coroner Bobby 
Baker, Elba Policeman Donnie Byrd 
and Chief Deputy Sheriff Buddy 
Ammons of the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department.
